It might seem that such 
a Vast amount could never be consumed, 
yet the fact is that every can was sold ur 
coptracted for before the close of the sea- 
son., The cause of this is plain. The com- 
pany is determined to huid up the quality |~ 
of the goods, and relies upon a good reputa- 
tion forafair profit upon them. The ex- 
pendiiures of such an immense business 
are, of course, enormous. ‘The bill for tin 
and solder alone for jast season was over 
$100,000; “for sugar, $40,000; for labor, 
£50,000; "for fruit, over $110,000. It will thus 
be seen that some $300,000 was distributed 
throughout this community during the past | 
season by this great coimpany, going to our 
‘fruitgrowers and our laboring population, 
The usual force in the busy season is from 
600 to 700, consisting of men, women and 
children. ‘These earn from 50 cents to €3 a 
day. ‘The latter are what are called piece 
hands, Wwho have become so expert and 
rapid as to prepare an immense quantity of 
fruit for the packers.

below. the average heights of the con- 
tinents, occupies 113,000,000 square 
miles, or more than half of the surface 
of the earth. In the transitional area 
of the ocean there are many and varied 
conditions in respect of light, heat, 
currents, changes of level, the charac- | 
ter and variety of the de osits, and the 
animals and plants which inhabit the 
various parts of the region. 

The deposits are,ia most respects, 
similar to those which make up a very 
large part of the sedimentary forma- 
tion of the dryland. In the abysmal 
area there isa uniform set of condi- 
tions, the temperature being near the 
freezing point, with an annual range 
not exceeding 7° Fahrenheit, and there 
being no sunlight or plant life. There 
is a great abundance of animal life, 
but the forms from various parts of the 
area are very similar and unlike 
those of the shaliower waters, and 
the deposits, which accumulate slowly, 
are unlike any of the sedimentary de- 
posits ot the dry land. From Dr. Mur- 
ray’s investigations- it also appears 
that if the dry land of the globe were 
reduced to the sea-level by being re- 
moved to and piled up in the shallower 
water of the ocean then its extent 
would be about 80,000,000 square miles, 
and the rest of the surface of the earth 
would be covered by an ocean extend- 
ing- to 113,000,000 miles. Again, 
shvuld the whole solid land be 
reduced to one level under the ocean 
then the surface of the earth would be 
covered by an ocean with a uniform 
depth of about two miles.

Prison several 
nights ago, was supposed to be Tascott, the 
murderer of Snell, the Chicago millionaire, 
caused a considerable sensation at vatious 
points.

Ue had 
taken papers from Clarke when he was in 
his cusuxiy which proved conclusively that 
he had been in this section for some 
months. In addition to this, a former resi- 
dent of Chicago, now residing in thisieity, 
and whe was well acquainted with both 
the Snell and Tascott fasuilies, had been 
shown @ picture af Clarke, and be had at 
once said thatthere was no resemblance to 
Tascou.
